ſome of them became reduced to Beggary. 
They have been known to ſpend 2 or 3000 
Pieces of Eight in one Night; and one of 
them gave a Strumpet 500 to ſe her naked. 

They uſed to buy a Pipe of Wine, place it 
in the Street, and oblige every one that paſſed 
to drink; at other Times take it in large 
Quantities, and ſcatter about them, thinking 
it excellent Diverſion to wet the Ladies Clothes

Kind of Lewdnefs, till Poverty beginning to

The Governor was glad of having got them 
in his Hands, and reſolved to hang them

with a deſperate Few ſtorming Towns, and 
defeating Thouſands, carrying . Terror of 
his Name to the remoteſt Corners of the New 
World, and making Viceroys tremble at the 
Head of Armies. | 
Such a one was Sir Henry Morgan, born, in 
the Principality of ales. His Father was no 
better than a Farmer, yet of pretty good Re- 
pute; he deſign'd his Son for the ſame Way 
Of. Life; pubs Inclinations were turn*'d ano- 
ther Way ; and finding his Father poſitive to 
perſiſt in his Reſolution, bid him adieu, and 
rambled to Briſtol, where he bound himſelf a 
Servant for four Years, and was tranſported to 
Barbadoes; there he was ſold, and ſerved his 
"Maſter with a great deal of Fidelity. But his 
Term of Years was no ſooner expired, than he 
 ſhipp'd himſelf off for Jamaica, reſolving to

will them. He found Entertainment im- 
mediately on his Arrival, went on Board of a

Maſter. In the Preeinct of St. Annes, which 
is ſituate on the North Skirts of the - Iſland, 
there lived a Planter, famous for his Riches, 
and juſtly valuable for his generous and hoſ- 
— Diſpoſition : His Inclination to aſſiſt 
the diſtreſſed,” and afford a ſeaſonable Relief ro 
thoſe that were in calamitous Circumſtances, 
prevailed fo much over his Deſire of bettering 
huis Fortune and encreaſing his Stores, that he 
never faw the leaſt Inſtance of Miſery, with 
out endeavouring either to alleviate or quite re- 
move it: But this Goodneſs of his Diſpoſition 
brought about the Loſs of his Life; 1 hap- 
pening one Day to take a Turn thro? a Part 
of that Spot of Ground which he poſſeſſed, he 
heard ſuch Groans and Sighs, as ſeemed to pro- 
ceed from a Heart that was filled with real 
Woe. Having a genuine and unfeigned Satis- 
faction in doing Good, he directed his Steps 
to that Quarter, from whence he thought the 
Sound proceeded: He had not gone far, till 
he eſpied a young Man, extenuate and ema- 
ciate to ſuch/a Degree, that he had ſcarce tke 
Reſeriblance of a human Creature left - ut 
2 him. 
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him. The Eyes of this hoſpitable and tender- 
# hearted Phat, had no ſooner viewed him, 
than his Heart was touched with Compaſſion 
| for him. He addreſſed himſelf to this Ob- 
ject in a gentle and kindly Strain: He asked 
him whence he had come? and in a friendly 
Manner, enquired into the Cauſe of his Mit- 
fortunes: The Youth replied, He was a Ne- 
groe, that had deſerted his Maſter's Service, 
and found Means to join ſome Runaways, who 
had treat him ſo cruelly, that he was reduced 
to a Neceſſity of leaving them. The Planter 
did not inſolently triumph o'er his Mifery, but 
readily offered to do what in him lay, to place 
© che diſconſolate Youth in a happier State, and 
in better Circumſtances. The young Man's 
: forlorn Condition obliged him to = Ag an 
Offer ſo Kindly. His Strength was either ſo 
far exhauſted, as that he was not able, or his 
, Diſſimulation ſo great, as that he was not wil 
üg to walk Home with his new Benefactor. 
| The friendly Planter, however, ſoon fell upon 
| Means to get him conveyed to his own Plan- 
| tation. Here nothing, which either due At- 
tendance, or the Art of Phyfick could contrĩ- 
bute to Health, was wanting. By the Skill of 
the Phyſician, and the j Joint Efforts of Nature, 
He ſoon got the better of his Diſtemper, find- 
ing him at laſt in a confirmed State of Health,

ed, began to make Irruptions: They e came 
down, and robbed the neareſt Plantations, 
committing at the ſame Time unheard of Bar. 
barities; they had ſuch a ſure Retreat, that 
all Endeavours to draw them from it, were in 
vain. - Several Parties attempted- to diſlodge 
them, but it proved ineffectual, and the poor 
white Men were cither miſerably butcher*d, or 
returned - quite ſpent with the intolerable Fa 
tigue. This bad Succeſs encouraged Gentle. 
men Slaves to rebel. An univerſal Diſpoſition 


to this, appeared amongſt the Negroes : How- 


ever, ſuch effectual Care was taken to prevent 
their getting Arms, and other Methods con- 
trived to hinder any Inſurrection, that they 
ftirred in no Place, but only in Mr. Sutton“ 
Plantation, where Four hundred of them broke 
out into Rebellion, and having forced the 
Houſe, murdered their Maſter, © and every 
white Man that ' belonged to the Plantation, 
_ ſeized upon fifty Muskets, Blunderbuſſes, and 
other Van, together with a great Quantity 


of Powder and Shot, four ſmall Field- pieces, 
and other Proviſions. They marched to the 


next Plantation, where they repeated their 
Murders,” and killed every White a could 

. 

The Alarm was ee given to the 


acjacen Quarters, and fifty Horſe and Foot 


marched 
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marched to attack them: By this Means their 
further Progreſs was ſtopt, and their Deſign of 
joining the other Rebels prevented; for all 
the Plantations round were on their Guard ; 
and as a certain Terror ever attends Guilt, th 
had nor Courage, notwithſtanding their - 
Superiority in Number, to diſpute their Paſſage; 
but retired back, and prepared to defend 
themſelves in Mr. Sultans great Houſe : Theß 
had not been long there, till a good Body of 
Men came and attacked them; they did not 
long defend themſelves, but fled, doing all 
the Miſchief in their Power, as they made off, 
they fired the Cane-pieces ; but a Party of 
white Men fell on their Rear, routed and 
purſued them ſeveral Miles. Many of the 
Blacks were killed, and 200 of — threw 
down their Arms, and ſubmitted ; the reſt 


were afterwards either killed or tiken: The 
| Loſs of white Men was only fixteen, beſides 
theſe who were-murdered on the firſt Riſing, 


Of the Blacks near 200 were deſtroyed z and 


| tho? ſome were pardoned, yet the moſt of them, 


who had ſubmitted, met with thatF ate, which 
they well deſerved. 

A little before this, che War broke out be 
twixt England and France: And as King Wit 
liam was he Head of that great Confederacy, 
and gave Life and Soul to their Counſels, he 
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ble Parts: Their Meſt. India Colonies were ; 
ſure Fund, whence every Vear a great Part of 
Europe was ſupplied with thoſe valuable Com. 
mo dities which they produced, it became there. 
fore ſo wiſe and great a King, to endeavour to 
ſtop the Source of Riches, which was ſo prejudi- 
cial to that Nation which he governed, To effect 
this, he ſent ſeveral Men of War to Famaica, 
to be imployed at the Diſcretion of the Gover- 
nor. My Lord Inchequeen received likewiſe 
expreſs Orders to exert himſelf on this impor: 
tant Occaſion; he therefore ſent the Swan and 
Guernſey Men of War, with the Quaker Ketch, 
to deſtroy what French Ships they could find 
on the Coaſt. Mr. Obryan was chief in this 
Expedition, and behaved admirably well; he 
deſtroyed the French Settlements in Hiſpaniola, 
and took a great many Ships, which he carried 
3 as Prizes to Famaica. 

But, at a Time when the Illand es fall * 

gay Hopes, wallowing in Riches, and aban- 
doned to Wickedneſs, the moſt dreadful Ca- 
lamity hefel it, that ever happened to a People, 
and which many look upon as a tremenduous 
Judgment of the Almighty.  _ 

On the yth of June 1692, one of the moſt 
violent 3 happened, that perhaps 
was ever felt.

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all the Wharfs at Pori-Royal ſunk at once. 
There were ſoon ſeveral Fathom Water where

Rooms of the Houſes. The Earth, when it 
opened, ſwallowed up People; and they roſe 
in other Streets, ſome in the Middle of the 
Harbour, and yet were ſaved; tho* at the 
ame Time, about 2000 Whites and Blacks pe- 


tiſhed in this Town. In the North - ſide, above 


rooO Acres of Land funk, and 13 People with 
it. All the Houſes were thrown down over 
the Iſland, and the furviving Inhabitants were 
forced to dwell in Huts.

When the firſt great Shake was over, the 
fri ghtned Inhabitants crowded to rhe Church, 
glad to put up a Prayer in this Extremity, tho 
perhaps they never had attempted it in their 
Life before; and, amongſt them, a Multitude 
of - Fews devoutly kneeled, and called rar 
the Name of Feſus. + - 

- Almoſt all the Ships and Slbogs- were over: 
ſet and loſt in the Harbour: Nor had even 
the Men of War a better Fate. The violent 
Motion of the Sea drove the Swan Frigate o- 
ver the Tops of many Houſes, and beat in 
her Round-Houſe; She did not overſet, which 
happy Accident' helped to fave the Le of 
ſome Hundreds of People. 

A great and hideous Noiſe was rey in the 
Nein; ſeveral run way Negroes were ſo 
terrified, that they became good, and return- 
ed to their Maſters; the Salt Pans were quite 
| overflowed, the Water forced its Paflage 


Twenty or Thirty Places; and came out with | 


ſuch Violence, that had ſo many Sluices been 
drawn up at- once; they could not have run 
with greater Force. 
The Inhabitants of Spanifs-Town i imagining 
the Rio Cobre was loſt, thought of — ; 
. 
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but in a few Days, the River having forced 
its Paſſage another Way, their F ears and Ap 
prehenſions vaniſhed. 

The Shake was ſtronger in the Country 
than in the Town; the Mountains ſplit, all 
Plantations and every Houſe were deſtroyed ; 
from the Openings whole Rivers ſpouted out 
toa vaſt height in the Air, accompanied with 
Stenches and offenſive Smells. 

But Port-Royal, the fineſt Town in the Mat- 
Indies, and at that Time the richeſt Spot in 
the Univerſe, was almoſt intirely deſtroyed, 
where rich Merchants lived; and fine Ware- 
houſes ſtood, now is 20 Fathom Water. 
Several Gen tlemen, who were at Ligamea, 
of undoubted Honour, report, That the Sea re- 
tired ſo from the Land, that the Bottom ap- 
peared dry for two or three hundred Yards ; 
and in a Minute or two's Time, it returned 
and overflowed a great Part of the 
Shore.

tent; in a Word, to act with ſovereign Au- 
morty under his Nigel, always taking Ad-

As he 
is Chancellor, he is impowered t grant Ad.
